APPEAL FROM HIGH

N appeal was brought on behalf of the 
A County Galway Board of Health and 
Public Assistance from an order of the 
High Court made on the hearing of an 
appeal that had come before that court by 
way of a case stated, relating to an arbitra- 
tion betwéen Patrick Dillon, contractor, 
Glenworth street, Limerick; the Provincia 
Bank of Ireland, Ltd., and the County Gal- 
way Board of Health and Public. Assistance. 
It appeared that the proceedings arose out 
of a contract that was entered into on 20th 
April, 1925. between the Loughrea Rural 
District Council and Patrick Dillon, by 
which Mr. Dillon was to construct sewerage 
works for Loughrea. It was provided that. 
if any dispute arose, it should be referred to 
an engineer to be appointed by the sanitary 
authority and the contractor, and that the 
engineer’s decision should be binding on both 
parties. Disputes having arisen, an award 
was made on 22nd April, 1926, by the eng!- 
neer to whom they had been referred. Cor- 
respondence between the parties followed in 
1926 and 1927, and on 14th April, 1928, the 
contractor assigned to the Provincial Bank 
of Ireland the contract-and all moneys pay- 
able under it to the contractor. 


ARBITRATION 


On 14th May, 1928, the Board took pos- 
session of the works and the plant, and on 
31st December, 1928. the contract was com- 
pleted by the Board at a cost of £4,579 
18s. 7d. By an agreement of 26th September, 
1950, matters in dispute between the con- 
tractor and the Board were referred to an 
arbitrator, to whom the bank also submitted 
disputes in connection with the matter. The 
arbitrator found, amongst other things, that 
notice served on the contractor on 12th 
September, 1927, was not valid; that the 
contractor was entitled to be paid £464 
7s. 8d. in respect of work done before the 
date of the expiration of the notice; and 
that the Board was entitled to £370 fo1 
penalties for delav. 

The High Court was asked to determine-~ 
(1) Whether, upon the true construction cf 
the contract, the contractor was entitled in 
the arbitration to any award in respect ol 
the work executed by him between the date 
of the expiration of the notice served on him 
in September, 1927, and 14th May, 1928; and 
(2) whether the Board was entitled to en 
force a penalty of £10 a week for delay 
under the contract’? The High Court 
auswered the first question in the affirma- 
tive and the second question in the negative, 
and against this determination the Board 
appealed.

NEED FOR FEMALE 
POLITICAL PARTY

The annual meeting of the Irish Women's 
Citizens’ Association took place on Thurs- 
day last, Mrs. Mary Cosgrave presiding. 

An address was delivered by Mrs. Sheehy- 
Skeffington on “The Position of Women in 
the Irish Free State,” which, she said, on 
the whole, compared unfavourably with the 
position of women in America, on the one 
hand, and Great Britain on the other. In 
the Dail there were only three women 
deputies, and Labour had no woman repre- 
sentative. In the Senate also only three 
women, and the same number in the Cor- 
poration. As to public positions throughout 
the country, there were not more than a 
dozen women possessing such. 

In University life, however, women were 
more fairly represented, and had _ positions 
on the Senate and Governing Bodies of the 
National University. In the older Univer- 
sity, too, women had almost equal treatment. 
except that they were debarred from the full 
life of the college, owing to admission being 
denied to them during the evening hours, 
when most of the meetings were held. 

.There was strong need for a women’s 
political party, and feeling among women 
was developing towards it. 

The speaker also mentioned that a 
questionnaire was being sent by the League 
of Nations, on account of the Monte Video 
Treaty proposals (Equal Rights Treaty), to 
every country within the League, requesting 
information as to the conditions of women’s 
employment, In this way world-wide 
attention would be called to women’s condi-

Fights in which iron bars were used by 
Dublin youths, stated to be members of rival 
gangs—the ‘‘ Tiger ” and the ‘‘Donnybrook 
gangs—were described in the Dublin District 
Court yesterday. Twenty-seven youths, some 
with discoloured eyes, and others wearing 
sticking-plaster, appeared in the dock. They 
were charged with provoking a breach of the 
peace at Donnybrook on 3rd February last, 
and with being members of a disorderly 
crowd, and maliciously breaking a pane of 
glass in a window of 16 Home villas. 

The handle. of a scythe, stated to have been 
used in one of the clashes between the gangs, 
was exhibited in the Court, and Mr. D. 
O'Donovan (Chief State Solicitor’s Office), 

rosecuting, said that lead piping also had 

en used. ‘If this type of gang warfare 
is continued,’ said Mr. O'Donovan, “ there 
is a grave danger that there will be a murder 
charge in this court. The main aim of the 
police in bringing this case is. to prevent a 
recurrence, so far as possible, of gang warfare 
in the city.” ' 

The District Justice bound each of the 
defendants to the peace for twelve months in 
their own bail of £5 each.

In Germany, in towns 
of over 20,000 inhabitants, the average pro- 
portion of land reserved for open spaces 
and owned by the municipalities was 23.7 per 
cent. In the added areas, as well as in 
the Borough, 125 per cent. was suggested, 
and this would include the remarkable 20 
acre wood at Mount Merrion, which stood in 
immediate peril. There were only two 
parks of any size—Blackrock and Vic- 
tona Hill, Killiney—and there existed 
with the Borough one playground about a 
quarter of an acre in extent. 


PUBLIC PARKS 

Witness said that the present Dun 
Laoghaire Borough was 4,179 acres, and 12 
per cent. for public parks and playing 
fields would give 522 acres as the 
total , They had 70 acres of open 
1, Aí, and 200 acres could be found inside 
the boundary, leaving 222 to be found in the 
added areas. He said that the cost of 
obtaining land for open spaces in Dun 
Laoghaire was complicated by the fact that, 
as regarded much of it, they did not want 
to purchase outright. What they wanted to 
do now in cases where they were not buying 


outright was to forbid building on the land, 
so that at a future date they could buy it. ' 


Witness also alluded to the possible pro- 
vision of an aerodrome in the added areas. 
and observed that, in that: case, suburban 
development, which was now proceeding, 
would have to be regulated and traffic routes 
reconsidered. 7 

They must bear in mind the possibility 
of a sea wall running from Blackrock Station 
to a point half-way between the Pigeon House 
and Poolbeg Lighthouse, which would re- 
claim an area 
Phenix Park. ‘The sea wali would be 4.600 
yards long. The area could be treated like 
a ‘‘ Dutch Polder,’’ and give one of the 
finest and most perfectly situated aerodromes 
in the world. Such an aerodrome would be 
as convement to Dun Laoghaire as to Dublin. 

In reply to Mr. J. Geoghegan, K.C., the 
witness said that he proposed to provide 
three 70-acre parks in the added area, for the 
reason that there was not sufficient land in 
the Dun Laoghaire Borough. He said that 
there was room for improvement in the long 
sea front of Dun Laoghaire. 

In reply to the Chairman, the witness said 
that they might run a sea wall from Colie- 
more Harbour to Killiney railway station.

Patchy 1935 Rubber Results 


Profit figures of companies ending then 


financial vear towards the end of 1935 are 
proving to be rather a ‘‘ mixed bag,’’ and 
this has heen a deterrent factor ta investment 
demand (says The Financial News).

cinema. The writer of the report, Dr. F. 
H. Spencer, has been making inquiries on 
behalf of the L.C.C. with a view to using 
the cinema in education, and, as a result, 
an experimental scheme will be put into 
force in London before long. Films, I 
think, are not likely to be used in Irish 
schools while the cost of equipment is so 
heavy, though they would have obvious 
advantages in the teaching of certain sub- 
jects. What concerns Ireland more closely 
at the moment—to judge by the statements 
which are so often made—is the effeet of 
ordinary (films on children who see them 
after school hours.

HIS gives me the chance to produce, 
head—the need for a double censorship in 
the Free State, as in Great Britain.

Under the 
present system, the children can be 
protected only by a general tightening-up 
of the censorship, and by denving th: 
public its quite harmless thrills and 
shccks.

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ARCHITECTURE AS 
A FINE ART 


THE GOTHIC SYSTEM 


— 


The Rev. Dr. Beecher, Maynooth College, 
continuing his talk on ‘‘Architecture as a 
Fine Art ” to the members of the Academy 
of Christian Art, at 42 Upper Mount street, 
yesterday, dealt principally with Gothic 
architecture. The two greatest systems of 
architecture which the world had ever known, 
he said, were Classic and Gothic. They were 
essentially e different. Classic architecture 
stretched its lines along the ground; Gothic 
architecture sought the sky. The former 
relied on unity and proportion, the latter on 
balance and variety. The former was siatic, 
all temples, except for size, being alike; the 
latter was ever striving after what was new. 
Where the striving would have ended it was 
difficult to say had not the Gothic ideal been 
destroyed by the advent of the Renaissance. 

Illustrating his remarks with lantern slides, 
the lecturer contrasted the French and 
English cathedrals. As to interior, French 
cathedrals were decidedly superior. As to 
exterior a definite decision was more difficult, 
because while many English cathedrals looked 
more stately and massive because of the 
third or crossing tower, they could not forget 
the superiority of the Fiench facades and 
portals. Of these facades he considered that 
of Rheims as the finest in Europe. Un- 
fortunately the beauty of that grand facade 
was now marred, because during the Great 
War the Germans set on fire the scaffolding 
that had been erected for repairs around the 
left tower, and the statuary and fine chiseling 
had been blurred. 

Dealing with Renaissance architecture, he 
contrasted the two great domes of that 
period—Michel Angelo’s dome of St. Peter’s, 
and Wren’s dome of St. Paul’s. Michel 
Angelo’s dome was not only 285 feet greater 
in diameter, but it was a genuine dome. 


Wren’s dome was only a sham, a huge cap of ! 


wood and lead surrounding a. brick cone, 
invisible on the inside of the church, and 
erected merely for external show. Moreover, 
it was not likely to last for many generations 
more, because the piers of the church, inside 
the stone facing, had been filled in with all 
kinds of rubbish, with the result that as 
years went on they had to be grouted. How 
Jong this would last it was impossible to say. 
And yet, Wren was a man who probably was 
the first to apply the term Gothic, in the 
sense of barbarism, to the work of the great 
architects of the Middle Ages.

N reply to his own query, “ Are we serious 
| about the language?” Lord Ashbourne 
made some a statements at ves- 
terday’s meeting of the Dublin Rotary Clun 
in the Metropole Restaurant. 
They were, he said, in Belfast particu- 
larly, frequently meeting the people who ac- 
cused them of trying to “put back the 
clock.’ but virtually no one in this country 
speaks English, and this was especially true 
of Belfast. This was because, when the 
people ceased to speak their own_language, 


they only halt learned English, Only when 
they went back to their own language could 
they develop culture. 


A great. deal of force was being wasted by 
people with a smattering of Gaelic, who were 
content with that, and tried to make ES i! 
use of it, while some native speakers of 
Gaelic also tried to use their position for 
political purposes. As a result, every time 
the movement started to show signs of pro 
gress a leakage occurred. The language was 
an absolutely necessary condition of Trish cul 
ture, and they must get along with the work. 

Having mentioned that he had a good 
knowledge of Welsh, Lord Ashbourne men- 
tioned that the progress of that language 
was largely due to its use in chapels and 
Sundav schools, because its use in the 
national schools had heen discouraged. This 
however, was somewhat a disadvantage to 
the language, as it gave Welsh speakers a 
narrow religious outlook 


FREEDOM 


The Trish outlook was narrow, but in 
different way. The Irish language had five 
different dialects, and yet, when speakers 
came together, they could understand one 
another. They would have to try to use 
the language, and there should be no nar- 
culture. He stood for freedom and 


row 
more tolerance in regard to the language. 
Nothing had done the national language 
more harm than intolerance amongst them- 
selves 

Mr. Frederick Summerfield, proposing a 


vote of thanks to the speaker, said that he 
felt that the position of Irish had suffered 
a lot on account of the antagonisms that 
had been created. He was keen for Insh, 
but it was folly to suggest that, because a 
person or group of persons did not want 
Irish, they were antagonistic. 1f English were 
not spoken. here they would have to learn 
it for commercial reasons, if fof no other. 
If the advocates of the teaching of Irish 
were to appeal more to reason and less to 
antipathies, more progress would be made. 
Many a man was doing good work for 
Ifeland who had no knowledge of Irish, 
and many a man was doing harm who went 
about expressing himself in Irish. 

Mr. P. T. Montford seconded. More 
rapid progress might be made by encourag- 


ing a speaking rather than grammatical 
knowledge of Irish. 
Mr. Cathal O'Toole supported. His 


opinion was that intolerance amongst Gaelic 
Leaguers was keeping the Gaelic movement 
back.

‘We advise those persons who wonder 
why the Free State Labour Party plays 
such an insignificant part in national 
affairs to read our report of the proceed- 
ings of the party’s conference in Dublin 
yesterday. Having read Mr. William 
Norton’s statement in regard to the Public 
Safety Act, no intelligent man ought to 
have any further doubts concerning the 
reason for the Labour Party’s lack of 
influence. Mr. Norton is the leader of the 
party in Dail Eireann, and, as such, is 
largely responsible for the modus vivendi 
that was made between Labour and Fianna 
Fáil when President de Valera came into 
power. At yesterday’s conference a dele- 
gate raised a protest against the continued 
operation of the so-called Public Safety 
Act, blaming the Government for its 
Draconian methods at a time when) such 
methods were unnecessary. Mr. Gilbert 
Lynch, who seems to be a man of some 
courage, declared that the Labour Party 
was just as much to blame for the con- 
tinued existence of the Public Safety Act 
as the Government. It could not wash its 
hands of responsibility, and he, for one, 
always would be ashamed of the part 
that had been taken by his colleagues in 
the matter. Faced with this outspoken 
statement, Mr. Norton rose to heights of 
sheer casuistry to which even the history 
of Irish politics can afford few, if any, 
parallels. He recalled the fact that the 
Labour Party in the Dáil originally had 
opposed the introduction of the Public 
Safety Act—at a time when, by the way, 
such a measure was urgently necessary— 
and had gone so far as to expel two of its 
members as a result of their support of 
Mr. Cosgrave’s action. This fact, accord- 
ing to Mr. Norton, proved that the party 
was against the Act. When President de

Public Health 


‘the paper which Dr. J. A. Harbison. 
Medical Officer of Health for County 
Dublin, read last night before the 
Engineering and Scientific Association of 
Ireland deserves the closest study. In its 
course Dr, Harbison traces the develop. 
ment of public health services from the 
earliest days of civilisation to the present 
time. He shows how Babylon, Nineveh 
and Egypt had complicated canal systems 


for the removal of flood and surface 
water, and, possibly, of drainage; how 


Nebuchadnezzar’s palace had an elaborate 
system of drainage; how the remains of 
dwellings in Mesopotamia reveal the 
existence of sanitary conveniences about 
2,500 B.C.; and how the ancient civilisa- 
tion of Crete practised a scientific method 
of sewage disposal. ‘The Romans. madc 
even greater advances: in few depart- 
ments of public health, says Dr. Harbison 
were they ‘‘far behind the standards of 
to-day, and in some directions they were 
undoubtedly ahead.” In the building, 
arrangement, ventilation and heating of 
houses they reached a high standard—they 
even possessed a system of central heating. 
Their sewers and water supply were ex- 
cellent; they knew the value of hot and 
cold baths, of hydrotherapy, of sunlight 
and of fresh air. They ‘ adopted schemes 
of town-planning, passed laws for the pre 
vention of nuisances, removed and burnt 
house refuse, buried or cremated their 
dead, and took steps to secure the purity 
of food.”” In some cities they actually 
had publie medical officers and a medical 
service for the poor. Nothing like this 
Roman perfection existed in Europe again 
for fifteen hundred years. During the 
Middle Ages hygienic practices and sani- 
tury services were in abeyance. So late 
as the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
the death rates were three or four times 
higher than those of to-day. Not until 
the nineteenth century did better condi- 
tions appear in these islands, when the 
growth of democracy brought with it 
Poor Law reform, and, out of the Poor 
Law Service, the Public Health Service. 
Ireland’s code of public health is based 
upon the great Act of 1878, amended, 
enlarged and kept up to date by later 
enactments. The people’s health is now 
largely in the hands of the central! Govern. 
ment and of local authorities. Democracy, 
humanity and the advance of medical 
science have called these services into 
being, and every day their efficiency 
becomes greater. Yet, says Dr. Harbison, 
it is not enough that the services exist: 


_“ present-day public health services, while 


exercising supervision with a trained eye, 
must perform a much more important 
function—that of education.” Without 
the people's understanding of them, and

with what they learn, the services cannot 
be expected to exert their full effect. The 
people, in a word, must be taught to live 
healthily.

Two people, withotit much else to do, 
played it laughingly while they waited 
for the main diversion of the evening to 
materialise. One would serve with 
fantastic contortion of arm and limb, 
basing his method upon the machinery by 
which spit is imparted to the ball in lawn 
tennis, and the little celluloid sphere 
would hop gently, and quite straight, 
towards his opponent. With the bat—it 
was called a bat even by the best—held 
in both hands, his adversary would catch 
the thing on the half-volley, and would 
return it conveniently to the centre of the 
opposite court. The pleasing exercise was 
continued until one failed to bring off the 
riposte, or the table collapsed, or the 
funnier of the two slashed the ball with 
a wild cry into the teeth of his friend. 
Then they looked for the ball under the 
Chesterfield, both occasional tables, and 
the set of wicker chairs which were always 
a prominent and infuriating feature of 
the more luxurious “ ping-pong ” salon. 
If the ball became crashed in the search, 
the players abandoned the game without 
undue regret.

A 
second motion on education will-be moved 
on the same day by Mr. E. A. Radford, 
the Conservative member for Rusholme, 
who will ask the House to declare that it 
is undesirable that school children should 
have their evening occupied with home 
work to the exclusion of rest and recrea- 
tion, and that whenever practicable pre- 
paration on the school premises should ‘be 
substituted for home work. 


The Colonies Question 


The agitation to promete a return ol! 
some of the British Colonics to their 
former owners, so that the latter may. be 
assured of supplies of raw materials, has 
been refuted by an _ inter-deparimenta! 
inquiry just coneluded, This inquiry was 
set on foot by Sir Samuel Hoare after his 
famous speech at Geneva, when he stated 
that this country was willing to examine 
the problen: of raw materials, and, 1! 
necessary, to call a conference with a view’ 
to better distribution, should such a step 
be deemed necessary. It has been found, 
however, by the inquiry that there is 
nothing to hinder the export of raw 
materials as far as the British Empire is 
concerned, as the Dominions and the 
Colonies are most anxious to procure 
customers. for their exports. The outstand- 
ing difficulty is that they cannot find 
customers able to pay them owing to a 
lack of means. This applies particularly 
to Germany, whose shortage of foreign 
currency is acute.

THREATS AND ARROGANCE 


“China is still an independent Sovereign 
Government, at peace with the world and 
desirous of trading with us. There is 
nothing that can legally interfere with 
such trade.’’ 

Castigating the Japanese “‘ threats, pro- 
paganda and arrogance,”’ Senator Pittman 
declared that Nippon had ‘‘ openly and 
ruthlessly violated the Covenant of the 
League, the Kellogg and Nine-Power 
Pacts.”’ | 
. Quoting Japanese writers as saying that 
the United States was ready to renounce 
the freedom of the seas, Senator Pittman 
said: “ The pending neutrality legislation 
expressly reserves and reaSirms our rights 
under international law, even in time of 
War. i 

‘Foreign Governments may be warned 
that any restrictions the United States 
may see fit to put on citizens in time of 
war will not constitute a warrant for the 
illegal treatment of our citizens by foreign 
Governments, nor deprive our Govern- 
ment of the right to take any action it 
sees fit voluntarily on behalf of any of its 
citizens,” 


NOT A MONROE DOCTRINE 


Voicing his astonishment that Mr. Saito. 
the Japanese Ambassador to the United 
States, should ‘‘ attempt to create the im- 
pression here that Japan’s doctrine re- 
garding China was similar te our Munroe 
Doctrine,’’ Senator Pittman added that 
‘such doctrines may have similarity as 
to the threat implied against foreign con- 
quest, but under the Monroe Doctrine we 
did not arrogate to ourselves the right of 
conquest in the Americas. We sought to 
preserve the Republics of Latin America, 
and not to destroy them.” 

Quoting Admiral Takhashi, the Com- 
mander of the Japanese Fleet, as saying 
that, unless the United States renounced 
a naval policy aimed at the expansion and 
protection of United States trade, Japan 
would be forced to extend her fleets’ 
cruising radius to New Guinea, Celebes 
and Borneo, Senator Pittman declared 
that “ never in the history of modern 
times has such an undiplomatic, arrogant 
and impertinent statement been volun- 
teered by one holding such a position.”

R. UHODZA, the Prime Minister of 

Czechoslovakia, now holds the dip- 
lomatie stage in Paris in a drama, the 
main theme of which is the best means 
to maintain Austrian independence and 
collective security in the Balkans. 

His visit completes the exchange of 
views of members of the Little Entente 
with the French Government, following 
the visits of the rulers of Rumania and 
Yugoslavia, which included a Viennese 
interlude, with Prince Starhemberg and 
Prince Otto playing hide-and-seek. 

It is understood that the question of 
Austria and the statements made by 
Prince Starhemberg were discussed to- 
day when Dr. Hodza, accompanied by Dr. 
Osusky, the Czechoslovak Minister in 
Paris. had an interview lasting three- 
quarters of an hour with M. Flandin. At 
the close Dr. Hodza stated that “ most 
delicate matters had been discussed,” and 
that there was complete identity of view 
hetween his Government and the French 
in regard to the European political situa- 
tion, especially in Central Europe. 

DEFENCE CHIEFS 

The U.S.S.R. also is assuming an im- 
portant réle in the conversations here, 
and Marshal Tukhatchevsky, Soviet Vice- 
Minister of Defence, has seen the French 
heads of sea, land and air defences. 

lt is understood that Czechoslovakia, 
which has already a pact with the 
U.S.S.R. similar to the Franco-Soviet 
pact which is being discussed in the 
Chamber to-morrow, would like to see the 
U.S.S.R. participate in the collective 
security of the Balkans.

In a leading article to-dav, commenting 
on its annual review of the finance and 
commerce of the world, The Times 
observes :—It is essentially a storv of re- 
construction from within. In the cir- 
cumstances, that was the only road to 
recovery. Finding the ordinary ‘inks of 
international trade broken in = many 
pieces, the giving of international credit 
suspended, trade confused and restricted 
by quotas, licences, currency muddles, 
clearing agreements and all the other im- 
pediments which have choked the vhannels 
of financial and commercial intercourse. 
each. nation was driven to put its own 
house in order in its own way. Not until 
that was done could they hope effectively 
to co-operate for the restoration of their 
former trade with each other. 

Progress was made last year, in greater 
or lesser degree, by practically every 
country in the world. In Great Britain 
and the Empire oversea the advance was 
more decisive than in any year since the 
National Government came into office. 
No one will deny that domestic recovery 
in this country has gone farther than 
many had thought possible, or belittle the 
importance of—or present depended upon 
—Government initiative, direct and in- 
direct, in stimulating enterprise. A year 
ago the great bankers, with the exception 
of Mr. McKenna, were doubtful whether 
recovery would be so marked in 1935 as 
it had been in 1934. In the event it was 
more, and not less emphatic. This year 
Mr, McKenna attributed the eontinued 
recovery to the ability with which the 
authorities had controlled the supply of 
money in accordance with the require- 
ments of trade. He was. however, careful 
to point out that, although monetary 
management can help to extend employ- 
ment and to bring production and con- 
sumption into better relationship, it 
cannot of itself create wealth available 
for ‘distribution. 

The importance attached to  interna- 
tional lending will be the better understood 
if it is remembered that one of the main 
functions of British finance in the nine- 
teenth century, and after, was to lend 
money, short and long, for the facilitating 
of trade and the development of the 
younger countries. North and South 
America, Australasia, Africa, parts of 
Europe and the Far East all owe their 
capital equipment and economic develop- 
ment to money provided by Great Britain. 
Without it their standards of living could 
hardly have reached their present stage 
go soon. The sooner world conditions en- 
able her to resume it with safety the 
sooner will international trade revive, ex- 
changes become stable, defaults fewer 
and pobtical peace less precarious.

EXTENSION OF 
STATE-TRADING 


CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE 
ALARMED

Mr. W. €C Mail of Waterford 


(President), occupied the chair at a meet- 
ing of the Executive Council of the 
Association of Chambers of Commerce otf 
the Irish Free State which was held in 
Dublin on Thursday last, at which were 
delegates from the Chambers at Drogheda, 
Dublin. Cork, Limerick and Waterford. 

The Council adopted a memorandum on 
Customs clearance for circulation among 
the Chambers in the Irish Free State and 
in Great Britain. 

A sub-committee reported on the In- 
surance Bill, and, after adopting a 
proposed amendment to Section 94, the 
following resolution was passed unani 
mously :— 

“Phat this Executive Council of the 
Association of Chambers ‘of Commerce of 
the Irish Free State reiterates its objec- 
tion to State trading and to the non- 
publication of trading accounts, and views 
with considerable alarm the extension of 
State trading which appears to be con- 
templated under the Insurance Bill.’ 

It was noted that the fourteenth 
Congress of the Fedevation of Chambers 
of Commerce will take place in Welling- 
ton, New Zealand, during the first week 
in October, 1936. The Seeretary reported 
that the Association would be represented 
by Mr. George N. Jacob, the Irish Free 
State's Vice-president of the Federation.

THE MACHINE IN INDUSTRY 


“The encroachment of the machine in 
industry may be a curse; it may also prove 
a blessing. If it is to prove a blessing we 
must have more and more leisure, and with 
that increased leisure we must- be brought 
gradually to the point where we may be 
able to use that leisure to the utmost 
spiritual and mental advantage individually 
and collectively. We must gradually tend 
towards the point at which the greatest 
possible numbers of our people will have the 
advantage of an education of university 
standard, because only at that point as the 


greatest possible advantage to be obtained 
from increased leisure in spiritual and mental 
well-being. It is amazing, therefore, that any 
body of people should at this time of day 
suggest that an extension of the school- 
leaving age 1s either undesirable or impossible. 
It is desirable; it is possible; it is actually 
essential. And we in the Labour Party must 
see to it that an extension is made at the 
earliest possible moment. 

‘“Upon the extension of the school-leaving 
age, and upon the extended facilities for 
higher education, must ultimately depend the 
use which this community may make of the 
industrial resources which are being 
laboriously .developed.”’ 


TALKS WITH NORTHERN 
LABOUR 


The adoption of the annual report was 
proposed by the Chairman and seconded by 
Mr. M. Smyth, Newbridze. 

In the course of the discussion on its 
various points, Senator Cummins thanked, on 
behalf of the Executive. the unions which 
contributed to the party funds: 

Mr. F. Robbins (I.T. and G.W.U.), Dublin, 
urged the preparation and data for propa 
ganda meetings as a means of securing 
virility in the movement. 

The striking of a new line to secure. as 


far ag possible, active support for the 
people of the trade union movement was 
urged by Mr. P. J. O’Brien, Limerick. These 


people, he said, expected the Labour Party 
to do most things for them, but invariably 
they allowed their political support to go else- 
where. 

Additional information regarding discus- 
sions that took place with the Northern Ire- 
land Labour Party was asked for bv Mr. 
Michael Price (Dublin). He expressed the 
opinion that the Lakour movement had a 
very definite contribution to make towards 
the removal of partition, a division which had 
been acquiesced in by one of the leading 
bhuin parties in the name oí Irish nation- 
ailty, 

The Chairman said that he and Mr. Norton 
had met representatives of the North and dis- 
cussed relations. He had no further infor- 
mation to offer. 

Mr. W. Davin, T.D.. inquired if there had 
been any consultation between the party and 


the Trade Union Congress Executive ard- 
ing the best means of securing that trade 
unionists, including officials, became sub- 
scribing members of the Labour Party. He 


observed that a number of trade unionists 
belonged to other political parties. 

Mr. O’Brien—It would hardly be proper to 
discuss that question with the Trade Union 
Congress. It was inconsistent for an active 
trade unionist to be a member or official of 
any political party. Jt was notorious that 
such was the case, and it would be well to 
have something done about it.

SUGGESTED RACKET IN 
THE DAIL 


A protest against the operation of the 
Publie Safety Act was voiced by Mr. P. J. 
O’Brien. who said that many in the Labour 
movement had felt that in view of the serious- 
ness of the situation, and the influence of 
wealth and property behind the attempted 
Fascist coup, that Icgislation was necessary. 
But they could not agree that it was now 
right or proper to retain that piece of legis- 
lation. If the Government contended that 
such legislation was necessary to maintain 
what they called law and order, the quicker 
they made up their minds and got out the 
better. The Act had been abused to the ex- 
tent that actual third-degree methods had 
been practised. A racket should be created 
in the Dail and in the country to have the 
Act withdrawn. 

Mr. G. Lynch, Dublin, said the Govern- 
ment was not to blame, They should con- 
sider that the Fianna Fail Government had 
the support of the Labour Partv when they 
put the Act into operation. They in the 
Labour Party could not wash their hands 
of the responsibility for the operation of the 
Act. In his opinion the Labour Party was 
every bit as responsible as the Government. 
and as long as he lived it would be one of 
things he would be ashamed of. 

Mr. F. Robbins said that the workers were 
terrorised into donning blue shirts two years 
azo, but since then the position had become 
steadier, and the Act should now be elimin- 
ated. 

Mr. W. Norton, T.D.. Labour leader in the 
Dail, recalled the opposition offered originally 
by Labour to the Act, and referred to the ex- 
pulsion of two members fromthe party in that 
connection. Clearly the Labour Party had 
indicated its opposition to the Act. When 
the Act was resumed by the present Govern- 
ment it did not come before the Dail, but 
was done by the Executive Council, and’ no 
opportunity was given to vote against it. An 
insincere motion had been introduced by the 
Opposition, and the Labour Party had refused 
to have anything to do with such a motion. 
If there was an opportunity to repeal the 
Act, it would be fully availed of to indicate 
that Labour was opposed to any kind of 
coercion either by the past or the present 
Government. 


ABYSSINIAN SITUATION 


That the statement in the report, that the 
action of Mr. de. Valera on the Italo- 
Abyssinian situation was not inconsistent 
with the representations made to him by the 
Labour Party, be referred back was proposed 
by. Mr. O’Brien, Dublin. He held that Mr. 
de Valera’s action was inconsistent with the 
Labour representations guaranteeing the in- 
dependence and _ territorial integrity of 
Abyssinia, and rejecting unconditionally any 
partition of that country. 

Mr. M. Price, seconding, said that Labour’s 
pseretations had been definitely departed 
rom. 

Senator T. Johnson stated that Mr. de 
Valera’s actions at Geneva were, from the 
beginning, opposed to imperialistic’ proce- 
dure recommended by the Committee of Five, 
It would be unreasonable and unjust, he felt, 
to refer it back. 

Senator O'Farrell (R.C.A., Dublin) said 
that the Free State representatives had to 
speak on the matter within limitations. No 
one would suggest that the President was 
entitled to se AR: the country to armed 
support in the dispute. No matter how 
decply they felt, they would get very few to 
agree to supplying a military quota to defend- 
ing the independence of Abyssinia. He whole. 
heartedly supported the President’s attitude. 

The motion was defeated.

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METHODS, OLD AND 
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DR. J, A. HARBISON'S 
ADDRESS 


———- 


Health Services was the subject of a 

paper read last night before the 
Engineering and Scientific Society of Ireland 
by Dr. J.. A. Harbison, Dublin County 
Medical Officer of Health. 

The story of public health services, he said, 
was social, rather than medical, and took 
them back to the dawn of time, when man 
made caves to protect him from the powers 
of darkness and disease, 

Modern methods of sagitation can be traced 
to the Roman civilisation, although it is 
known that in ancient Egypt, Babylon and 
Nineveh there was a system of canals and 
water distribution by pipes. Even m 
Ashunna, north-east of Baghdad, 2,500 B.C., 
sanitary conveniences. existed, with — bath- 
rooms and drains. In. few departments were 
the Romans far behind the standards of to- 
day, and in some directions they were un- 
doubtedly ahead. In building construction 
and in the arrangement of ventilation and 
the heating of houses they reached a high 
standard. They had central heating itro- 
duced into Rome about 100 B.C. They had 
also an excellent system of sewers, dating 
from the sixth century B.C. The pipes con- 
necting houses with the sewers were of hard 
wood or hard clay. Houses not con- 
nected to public sewers drained into cess-pits 
An excellent. system of water supply was 
provided hy aqueducts, the water being 
filtered before delivery to th ehouses. 

Personal cleanliness was also a feature of 
Roman life, hot baths being available for 
the people. It is on record that during the 
period 334 B.C. to A.D. 180, 1,800 public 
baths were established in Rome. 


TOWN-PLANNING 


In addition to these sanitary and hygienic 
measures, the Romans adopted schemes of 
town-planning, passed laws for the preven- 
tion of nuisances, removed and burned house 
refuse. buried and cremated the dead, and 
took steps to secure purity of food. Indeed, 
in some Roman cities medical officers were 
appointed to look after the poor, and some 
of these services were established in Britam 
by the Romans. 
“Following the decline and fall of the 
Roman Empire there was a reversion to a 
standard below that of the Roman civilisa- 
tion. During the middle ages almost total 
ignorance of hygienic practices was apparent, 
and there followed plague outbreaks of 
smallpox and the like, when the death rates 
were three or four times higher than to 
day,

of religious orders, and after the destruc- 
tion of her monasteries little was done for 
the sick poor until the 19th century. Ip 
Grattan’s Parlixment efforts -were made to 
deal with nuisance and make regulations for 
the cleanliness of the towns, but with the 
passing of that Parliament these. were lost 
and disease continued. The enfranchise- 
ment of the people under the Reform Bill 
of 1832 brought a great change. Physical 
health became a matter of primary concern, 
and there followed a period of admuinistra- 
tive reform.

At the west end of the Fifteen 
Acres Mr. Flanagan said that he wheeled to 
the left round a clump of trees at the Furry 
Glen and noticed that Mr. de Valera was 
no longer in sight. He turned back, and, on 
hearing a shout and seeing a man signalling, 
galloped up and saw the boy lying uncon- 
scious on the ground under a tree. 

After about three minutes they roused him 
to semi-consciousness, and when asked how he 
felt he said that he was all right. They as- 
sisted him. to a car; and Mr. Thornberry, who 
had signalled from the tree. drove him to 
the Mater Hospital. They spoke to him 
several times on the way and he answered 
clearly. 


ACCIDENT DESCRIBED 


Mr. Geo. Thornberry, of 11 Montpelier bill. 
said that when driving through the Phenix 
Park on Sunday morning he noticed the two 
horsemen, but did not pay any particular 
attention to them He then noticed that 
they had taken different courses. The boy 
did not seem to see the tree, and as he passed 
underneath he was struck by one of the 
branches and seemed to be lifted into the air. 
When Mr. Flanagan’ came up he was still 
unconscious, but after a few minutes he re 
covered and spoke to them, asking them not 
to leave him, the witness thought. 

Dr. P. J. Smyth, of 31 Fitzwilliam square. 
said that when he examined Mr. de Valera 
he was in a semi-conscious condition, and had 
a contusion on the left side of his head and 
an abrasion on the left side of his neck.

not respond, and died shortly after 3 o'clock

THE RIDERLESS HORSE 


Mr. William Magee, the proprietor of the 
riding school on Montpelier Hill, said he 
was sitting at the fire when he was told 
that Mr. de Valera’s horse had been found 
riderless near the Furry Glen. The animal, 
which was sixteen hands high and about 
seven years old, had always been quiet and 
easy to manage, and on the previous day a 
girl who had only had four lessons had 
ridden him in the Park. Mr. de Valera had 
been an excellent horseman, and during the 
four years that the witness had known him 
had never had a fall. The harness was in 
perfect order. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence and exonerated 
Mr. Magee, the owner of the horse, from all 
blame. 

Sympathy with President de Valera and 
his family was expressed by the Coroner, 
the jury, by Superintendent McCarthy on 
behalf of the Garda, and by Mr, Magee.

Lynn Doyle admitted that the first time 
he achieved publication was when he wrote 
a piece oí blank verse in a pretty girls 
autograph album, It was not, he discovered, 
just such a blank piece of verse as.he had 
thought; but, at any rate, he never remem- 
bered a more appreciative public. Some time 
later his first story—a very melodramatic 
work, filled with blood and thunder and 
love—was published in the Ulster Saturday 
Night. He received 10s. for it, and still 
thought it was worth half a guinea, and 
that they owed him sixpence. It was with 
that story that he first encountered the 
activities of a sub-editor’s blue pencil, and 
learnt that if he could not write, at least 
he could write better than a sub-edito.r An 
author, concluded Lynn Doyle, was in a 
perilous state if he ever got beyond the 
stage of beginning. 

Mr. T. C. Murray said that he was fist 
influenced by some extemporary satirical 
doggerel written by his father. Before he 
was fourteen years of age he hid himself 
away at a desk and wrestled with rhymes. 
His first attempt at literary expression, like 
all poetry, was inspired by a woman—his 
favourite sister—and it appeared in a local 
Cork paper. Nothing had ever happened to 
him since which so moved him as looking at 
this, his first creation, and he immediately 
turned to his desk again to think out new 
subjects. He wrote another poem, called 
‘Night,’ which also was published, and 
from the age of 144 years he had continued 
writing. 

Mr. Rutherford Mayne said that he first 
conceived the urge for writing when acting 
in an Ulster Theatre Society through the 
thought of producing something with a local 
idea in which the local actors would play. 
His earliest work, a play, “ The Turn of 
the Road,” was produced in the Queens 
University by the Gaelic Society. It was 
a fine thing, he said, to see youth interested 
in any form of writing, and. he would like 
to tell young Irish. writers not to be dis- 


couraged by criticism, particularly news- 
paper criticism.

THING 


Mr. F. R. Higgins said that literature was 
like measles; the impulse to create always 
would find expression. As a child of four 
years of age he had looked out over the Ox 
Mountains, and gone with his father among 
the Gaelic-speaking people, and gradually the 
mystery of the music of their songs caught 
his ear. Later, when about fourteen years 
of age, he came to Dublin, and began to 
read books from the public libraries and as 
much poetry as he could lay his hands on. 
His first poem was published at Middle Abbey 
street, in a paper called Sinn Fem. In his 
searching through the city libraries he dis. 
covered a small book edited by A.E., and 
the poetry in this was a revelation to him, 
for it made the countryside alive. In 192] 
he got’ into the Labour movement, and really 
began to live more vividly. Experience of life 
was. he said, the most important thing for 
a writer. He felt that every new experience 
was a new beginning, and so long as he had 
the faculty to try and translate his expert- 
ences into verse he could not say that his 
beginning was over. 

Mr. Seamus MacCall outlined his exper: 
ences from the time ne was sent to an English 
school, left 1t, and arrived in Rio de Janeiro 
with -£3, until the time he aad written his 
first work. After wandering about in South 
America and taking odd jobs, he found him. 
self ut the age of 17 years in Buenos Aires 
with a little over a penny in his pocket. He 
spent the night with the ‘down and outs. 
on the steps of a railway station, met an ex- 
officer of the Chilean Navy, and with a feel. 
ing of sympathy for him and a desire to help, 
rose the next morning and wrote an article. 
entitled ‘‘A Night Among the. Homeless ” 
An editor of an English paper published it.

HISTORY TOLD TO OLD 
DUBLIN SOCIETY 


An interesting paper on the history of the 
family of Jacob, well known in Dublin, was 
read by Mr. William J. Jacob to the members 
of the Old Dublin Society last night. 

Mr. Jacob said that the name of the family 
had originally been found in the West of Eng- 
land, and there was no connection between 
it and any Jewish family bearing the same 
name. The name was probably a Latinised 
version of Tago, a Welsh name, which was 
still often, found in Cornwall in the form, 
Jago. | 
Jn the seventeenth century Richard Jacob 
had been persecuted by the English Govern- 
ment on account of his religious convictions, 
having come under the influence of George 
Fox, founder of the Society of Friends, or 
Quakers. He was driven out of England and 
settled in Cork, He left Cork for Limerick 
before 1699, and he died in 1722 at Water- 
ford, not long after he had left Limerick. 
His one son, Isaac, instituted the family cus- 
tom of keeping family letters for the instruc- 
tion of the younger members, and these letters 
formed the basis of the-searcher’s information 
about the Jacobs. | 

Only one of Tsaac's sons survived, Joseph, 
who had fifteen children, and became a part- 
ner in the firm of brokers and shipping agents

The recitals nt the Royal Dublin Society, 
Ballsbridge, Dublin, yesterday, were given 
by Arthur Franks, violinist, and the Good 
Companions. The latter group include some 
of the most successful solo singers in the 
city, and it is a real tribute to their musteal 
ability that in their madrigal and part song 
programme there was an excellent balance, 
and no undue emphasis of any particular 
voice. 

In the third group was heard four part 
songs, with pianoforte accompaniment, set by 
Stanford to Tennyson's “ Princess.’’ These 
songs showed Stanford's great genius in part- 
writing for the voice, and they were as well 
sung as one could hope to hear them, Par- 
ticularly well done were “The Splendour 
Falls’? and “O0O Swallow, Swallow.’

N attack on the Insurance Bill was made 
A by the Managing Director of the New 
Ireland Assurance Company (Mr. M. 

W. O'Reilly) in the course of his reply to. the 
toast of “The Company,” at the dinner of 
the Supervisory Staff in Wynn't Hotel, 
Dublin, last night. 
The bill, he said, had one particular shovt- 
coming—an entire absence of any type or 
form of protection for those whe had been 
engaged in building up, against fierce com- 
sn, the institutions which they had 
built up. The bill was also conspicuous for 
its impositions, and for its lack of appre- 
ciation for the, work they had so far done in 
building up Irish insurance institutions. So 
far as it ae gules to protect the insuring 
public he had no comment to make, except 
to say that the public deserved every pro- 
tection that the Legislature could give. 
He did, however, object to measures of 
protection being given to the citizens which 
were denied to the group of citizens which 
was engaged in the insurance industry. I 
think, he said, that in protecting the general 
public, justice and fair play must be given 
to the companies and their representatives. 
ae From. the discussions which have 
taken place on the introduction of the bill, 
one would imagine that Irish insurance was 
a kind of imposition on the body politic, and 
that it required some apology for its exist- 
ence. We offer no apology for our existence. 


are prepared to face the most microscopic 
investigation of our affairs by any body of 
men to show that we have done the job 
better than it could have been done by any 
others. 
There was one aspect of the bill which was 
a particular imposition on his company, 
which was a ‘“‘ composite office,’’ engaged in 
industrial, ordinary life and fire and accident 
business. The bill would render the com- 
pany’s position, in so far as its continuance 
as a ‘‘composite office’’ was concerned, im- 
possible. As the bill stood at present, the 
company could only emerge as a life office; 
they could not emerge as a fire and accident 
office, or with a subsidiary fire and accident 
office, because the conditions imposed by the 
bill were such as no office of their standing 
could undertake. Consequently they were 
told that they must dismember their entire 
organisation, and cut adrift those arms which 
had been engaged in prosecuting that 
‘economic war ” in which they had been 
engaged for the past twenty years. 


PREPARED TO FIGHT 


“We are not accepting that position as 
lambs being led to the slaughter,’’ said Mr. 
O'Reilly. ' We are prepared to face up to 
that position and fight for our existence. [ 
am satisfied that the mentality which has 
operated behind the bill is a mentality which 
is not conversant with, and has an incomplete 
knowledge of, insurance conditions in this 
country.’ 
In so far as it lay with the directors, the 
continuance of the company as a '' com- 
posite office ” was as secure in the future as 
iu the past. 
The New Ireland Assurance Company had 
done something more than gain the confidence 
of the public. It had set up a new tradition 
in insurance in this country, and it had 
broken down an old tradition—a tradition of 
failure, which attached to the previous efforts 
of Irishmen to establish in their own country 
an institution capable of meeting the insur- 
ance needs of the people. ‘That achievement 
had been possible because faith and confidence 
existed among those who were associated in 
the work. 
Their investments had been placed, with the 
exception of the subsidiary company, 100 per 
cent. mm Irish securities. 

‘““We have been fortunate,” said Mr. 
O'Reilly, “ because, in almost 100 per cent. 
of our investments, our capital has 
appreciated and the yield has been excellent. 
Although other institutions, such as ours, 
have passed through a period of grave de- 
pression. and have, as a consequence, had to 
write down their investments, in some 
instances as much as 25 per cent., we, on the 
contrary, year in and year out, have been 
able to show a very definite appreciation, 
rising in one instance to 8} per cent.” 


SOME FIGURES 

Mr. O'Reilly quoted the following figures 
of the company’s business during the past 
year, which, he said, indicated the. con- 
tinued public confidence in the company :— 
“ Industrial branch, increase of £8,000 in 
new premium income, bringing the total to 
the verge of £180,000 for the year. Ordinary 
branch, gross new issue totalled over 
£10,000—a net increase of new premium in- 
come of £8,224—bringing the total income to 
well over £50,000. The total increase in 
| new premium income was £25,000—or 
per week. In addition, the company dis- 
charged very considerable sums as follow: 
Recurring endowments, £11,000; pure en- 
dowment, £17,000.’’ 
In the table of claims throughout the year 
in industrial policies it disbursed a total of 
approximately £60,000, and up to date they 
had disbursed in industrial claims (both en- 
dowment and death) £629,000. The figures 
they were able to show proved clearly that 
the company accepted its responsibilities and 
met its liabilities in a straightforward and 
honest way. In addition to breaking the 
tradition of failure in Irish insurance, the 
company had introduced a new morality in 
the conduct of industrial life assurance busi- 
ness in this country. 
Mr. William Kenny, proposing the toast of 
‘“* The Company,” said that the success of the 
New Ireland Assurance Company was one that 
would please all who had the economic 
interests of the country at heart and appre- 
ciated the value of the insurance industry. 

In ee. the toast, the company’s 
valuer, Mr. H. Connolly, commented on the 
fact that the purchase of houses through the 
New Ireland was growing. The scheme, he 
said, was both sound and successful. 
Proposing the toast of “ Kire,’’ the Chair- 
man (Mr. D. McCullough) expressed regret 
at the absence of Dr. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, who, for reasons known to all 
the guests, could not attend.

The imposition of levies, there- 
fore, meant a special taxation on the 
members of the trade to finance a scheme 
which was ‘to apply to the whole com- 
munity of the Saorstat. 

The amount. paid by the Government 
with regard to voucher beef was said to be 
inadequate in relation to the quality) 
specified. The Minister for Agriculture 
had in the first imstance fixed the price 
of 5d. per Ib., and then reduced it to 4d. 
per lb. With market prices steadily 
advancing, with the opening of a free 
market, the price of 4d. p.: Ib. was an 
uneconomic proposition and called for re- 
vision. ©

The importance of art 
emphasised by Mr. A. N. 
M.A., C.B.E., Permanent Secretary to the 
Northern Ireland Ministry of Education, in 
opening to-day the annual exhibition of the 
Belfast Municipal School oi Technology. He 
said that, from the point of view of art in 
industry, very little will be gained by making 
technical improvements in the teaching of 
drawing and design if they did not at the 
same time raise. the general standard of 
artistic appreciation among the public. “If 
the man im the street, the customer, does not 
care for beauty in the design of the goods 
he buys,” he said, “there is then. every 
reason to fear that the manufacturer will 
lose the money he hag spent in securing a 
high standard of artistic design in his pro- 
duction. On the other hand, a_ people 
trained to appreciate good art will 
give a preference to those products which are 
tastefully and artistically designed. Plenty 
of evidence is forthcoming that the public 
taste has improved in recent vears, and that 
public interest in design has become active, 
but there is no doubt that a very great deal 
remains to be done amongst every class of 
society here hefore the standard of taste 
reaches that which we find common in some 
Continental. countries.” 

The Chairman, Alderman D. Lyle Hall, 
Chairman of the Belfast Education Com- 
mittee, said that one of the recommenda- 
tions of the Industrial Art Commission which 
was strongly opposed by the Director of 
Education was a project which would have 
taken away from the College of Art most of 
the advanced work at present done in it. Co- 
operation between art and its applications, 
especially in an industrial centre like the 
North, should be strengthened by close co- 
ordination, and not weakened by divorce.
